NOTES OF ‘THE WEEK. 


Mr. Gladstone's retirement is a now again disenssed, and of 
his possible successors, rumour points more definitely to Lord Rosebery than 
to any other of his able colleagues in the Cabinet. English polities will be 
almost another world without the great figure of Mr. Gladstone, which has, 
for more than half a century, filled uniformly a vast space in the public view. 
To the service of the State, according to the best of his belief for the 
time, and to the best of his uniformly high ideat of daty, this excep tionally 
powerful and distinguished statesman has dedicated not merely the prime, 
but almost the whole fruits of a stored and active mind. . The ‘si ingular 
endowments of steady nerve and iron constitution which enabled him to 
precede in the aitainment of high political standing, and to survive by many 
years in the same grand career, that eminent man of Jewish race, the late 
Lord Beaconsfield, who was long looked upon as Mr. G ladstorie’s traditional 
rival and competitor, will, we hope, enable Mr. Gladstone to maintain 
in less arduous and trying circumstances his interest in all the interests ot 
mankind. When after his final defeat of the negotiator of the 
Treaty of Berlin, Mr. Gladstone came back from Windsor with the 
two highest Ministerial offices in his own holding, it was to Lord 
Rosebery's house in town that he betook himself; and the strong 
good sense and fine judgment of Lady Rosebery, who was then living, 
were not without their value in the deliberations of the Cabinet- 
makers. Lord Rosebery. appears to be now likely to be called to succeed the 
leader to whom the infirmities of age, so long successful ly resisted, prohibit 
an indefinite extension of political ascendancy. We Jews are apt to pride 
ourselves upon our inherited qualities, as well as upon the doctrines of our 
Bible. The value of anot her potent factor in the makisg of England, an 
infusion of Scottish blood, is significantly shown in the ancestry of 
two Ministers. 


The communication we publish in another column relating to the 
undenominational character of the forei ign hospitals in London—the German, 
French and Italian Hospitals—deserves every consideration from those who 
support those institutions, So faras the French and Italian Hospitals are 
concerned, the authorities give every possible assurance that these institutions 
are conducted upon stric tly non-sectarian lines, th at no interference with the 
creed of any patient.is‘ permitted, and that: nore ligious observance is conduct ed 
in the Wards that could hurt the most susceptib na feelings of any patient. 
But in the instance of the German Hospital, the reply of the § Superintendent 
is—if not evasive—certainly not reassuring, especially when read by the 
light of the detailed comments thereon which our correspondent supplies.

Hitherto, Rass sia held aloof from the interna’ ional conventions by which 
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the ebb and flow of European trade has been regulated. If now she breaks 
down the barrier which has separated her from the western nations, it 1s 
because she can no longer afford to maintain a medieval 
attitude towards her own people. Hunger is the most prolific source of dis- 
content, and ip a starving peasantry and heavily-taxed bourgeoisie the Czar is 
‘acute enough to detect the germs of revolution. Hence the negotiation of 
a treaty which will facilitate the remunerative disposal of the agricultural 
products of the Empire and the cheap importation of such necessaries of 
life as the Rassians cannot manufacture for themselves. The treaty is really 
a revolution in Russian domestic policy, the consequences of which will be 
felt as much in political as in economic matters. 


Anything that is calculated to open a more agreeable prospect for the 
Russian people cannot fail to prove of deep interest to the Jews. There can 
be no doubt that they will benefit largely under the new treaty, while they 
may legitimately found the highest hopes on its secondary effects. Only 
one specific reference to them occurs in the treaty, and that is chiefly of 
importance to the foreign communities. It is a clause for facilitating the 
repatriation of Jewish immigrants whose continued sojourn in Germany may 
be undesirable. This concession will, doubtless, prove of no small value to 
the Russo-Jewish Committee in London who may be able, in virtue of 
it, to return through their German agencies such refugees as may be found 
impossible of rehabilitation. The-chief advantage, however, which the Jews 
will derive from the treaty will accrue to them through the great impulse it 
will give to the general commerce of the Empire, and especially to the trade 
of the frontier which is fringed by the Pale of Settlement.

The current number of Harper’s Magazine contains an article entitled 
‘The Russian and his Jew,” by Mr. Poulteney Bigelow. Mr. Bigelow 
professes to answer the question why the Russians dislike the Jews, and 
incidentally, during the course of his article, attempts to throw some light 
upon the: anti-Semitic movement in Germany. Seemingly written in a 
judicial and liberal spirit, the article is nothing more than a repetition of the 
crass prejadice of the official classes of the two countries with which it 
deals. Thus, Mr. Bigelow repeats the oft-refuted accusation that the Jews, 
‘.¢., all Russian Jews, exploit the peasantry and have reduced them once 
more to a state of serfdom. Mr. Bigelow must be aware that the same 
process is going on throughout Russia, and at even greater speed in that 
part of the Czar’s empire where no Jews are allowed to exist. This seems 
to be the head and front of the Jews’ offending, according to Mr. Bigelow. 
He does not seem to be aware how unfair it is to bring an accusation of this 
kind against a body of people nineteen-twentieths of whom have no money 
to lend, and cannot, therefore, be exploiters. The article contains many 
erroneous statements of fact, especially with regard to the numbers of Jews 
in various countries, and is, on the face of it, nothing more than what we 
have said, an echo of official opinion in Russia. This is the main thing 
which gives it significance. | 


The 50th Annual Report of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of

On the other hand, we think that the Sephardic Board might also learn 
as well as teach. Out of its total expenditure of £2,299, over £1,000 igs 
spent in weekly allowances, whilst only £115 seems to have been disbursed 
for setting applicants up in business, and for loans. Thus, whilst 80 persons 
during the year received weekly allowances, only 11 applicants were granted 
“stock money.” It is pleasant to read of 194 pairs of blankets, and 235 tons 
of coal being distributed during the year, but in these latter days, when all 
true philanthropists recognise the fact that charity, to be worthy of its name, 
must go to the root of the evil, and help to make its recipients self-helpful, 
the Board’s operations are manifestly incomplete. Again, we see no mention 
of an Apprentice Fund, and altogether far too feeble an attempt is made to 
raise the applicants to the Board from pauperism to self-reliance. We feel 
sure that the Committee who are energetically striving to do their best for 
their poor clients will appreciate the spirit in which we offer these observa- 
tions. 


One of the London daily journals pointed out lately the unjustifiable 
scepticism of Englishmen regarding English music and musicians ; and it 
went on to say that Englishmen had met with considerable apprecia- 
tion on the Continent. Among the names enumerated appeared those of 
several Jews. But the man who has done most to redeem the reputation of 
English vocal music on the Continent during the past few months is Mr. 
Alfred Gould. Jl Mondo Ariistico writes rapturously of the wonderfal 
impression which he made both as singer and actor in his impersonation 
of Sergeant Lescaut in Puccini’s opera, ‘‘ Manon Lescaut.” His voice is 
said to havecaptivated the audience. L’Arpa di Bologna devotes a column 
and a half to a criticism of the performance, and a third of this is given to 
Mr. Gould. Even if we discount largely the extravagant phrases with which 
Mr. Gould's merits are eulogised, we cannot but:feel gratified that one, whois 
at once is an Englishman and a Jew, is so highly appreciated by the critics in 
the land of song. 


THE LATE MRS. MAGNUS.

outhful in disposition she retained until the time of her fatal illness, a 
bright and almost buoyant spirit. Keenly interested in everything which passed 
before her, she had kept all those qualities of intellect and character which 
had composed such a centre of admiration and affection as had consecrated her 
home, Though she had attained the age of 84, her death was not due to any 
ordinary decline, but rather to an unforeseen malady which generally attacks 
people of less advanced age. Wrapt up in her children, she had passed through 
the two extreme experiences of losing a gifted son in the prime of his early 
manhood, and yet being spared to witness in another son the realisation of the 
fondest hopes of a fond mother,

With the object of obtaining accurate information on the subject of the 
undenominational character of the “ Foreign” Hospitals in London, and 
to ascertain whetber Religious Services are held in the wards, &c, the fol- 
lowing communication was addressed to the Secretary, respectively of the

7, Do you allow the indiscriminate distribution of religious tracts among 
the natients ?

Nevertheless, the absence of a straightforward answer from this official, can ba 
remedied by replies supplied from the best authority available, and the Secre- 
tary and Committee can be challenged to refute these statements :— 


1, The German Hospital was declared to be a Protestant Institution by 
Baron H. von Schroeder, the Treasurer, when presiding over the last General 
Court of Governors. The declaration was confirmed by the majority of the 
Committee at the first meeting of that body after the General Court. 

2. Yes. The Chaplain isa clergyman of the Hamburg Lutheran sect. 

3. Though the Rules and Regulations are silent on that point, the Chaplain 
was empowered at the samé committee meeting to continue to hold as 
hitherto on Tuesday and Friday afternoons religious services in all wards. 
These services consist of Prayers, Readings and Explanations of the New 
Testament from the standpoint of the Lutheran eect. Other clergymen are 
not allowed to hold any services in the Hospital. 

4. There are morning and evening prayers, and the above-mentioned services 
twice a. week. 

5, Paragraph one of the “ Hausordnung” for the patients hanging up ia every 
ward, says: All Protestant patients are expected to attend divine service in the 
Church on Sundays. 

6. Catholic Priests, Sisters of Charity, or visitors from Catholic Benevolent 
Societies are forbidden to visit their patients on Tuesdaysand Fridays ; the on'y 
day on which they have access to the Catholic patients i¢ Monday. 

7. Tracta used to be freely distributed to patients of all denominations, but 
in consequence of a severe remonstrance, the distribution has been forbidden of 


late, though the Committee will not give a guarantee that this regulation can 
be upheld, | 


ATONEMENT.—Preaching at the Bayswater Synagogue, an Sabbath last, the 
Rev. Hermann Gollancz dealt with the question of Atonement, and Canon 
Scott-Holland’s remarks thereon. He siid it was necessary for them sometimes 
to touch upon the main points of divergence between Judaism and Christianity. 
The lesson that day had been taken from the thirty- second chapter of Exodus. 
There they bad the account of the offer of Moses to take upon himecif the sins 
of the Israelites, and the answer of the Lord, who said, “ Whosoever hath sinned 
against Me, him will I blot out of My book.” This was clearly a statement from 
tho Jewish point of view with reference to the doctrine of the Atonement. 
Moses had belief upon the mercy and loving kindness of God, and upon God's 
willingness to accept himself as a sacrifice on behalf of his people. Anxious 
that tais idea of voluntary self-sacrifice should not linger for one moment too 
long in the mind of Moses, the Almighty dealt with the request in no uncertain 
words. The same idea was repeated to Ezekiel: The soul that sinneth, it 
shall die.” The idea of vicarious atonement was, according to the teachings of 
Judaism, displeasing to Heaven and direet:y opposed to. the idea of God's 
justice and mercy, As to. the teachings of Christianity on the same subject, 
Canon Scott-Holland might be taken to represent the views of the Chyren on 
this matter. He (the preacher) agreed with him that religious or spiritual life 
was the contact of the human soul with God, and anything which produced the 
dislocation of the relationship between the soul and God was of the nature of 
sin. But when the Canon dealt with the Atonement they could not follow 
bim.

Each soul was directly responsible to God, and they recognised no mediator 
between the human subject and its divine origin, save the all-conquering spirit 
of active repentance on the part of man, and the all-embracing spirit.of love 
and mercy on the part of Heaven.

JEWS AND POLITIOS. 


Removrs of the Dissolution of Parliament are in the air. Whether these 
anticipations will fulfil themselves in a few months or only after a lengthier 
interval, it is quite obvious that the struggle, when it does come, will be 
severe andeven bitter, Weare fortunately not called upon to regard the 
approaching election as a matter on which the Jewish Community needs 
guidance. The Jewish Community, as a community, has no politics.. It 
has, or ought to have, the bond of a common religion and of a common 
conception of. the relations of Gop to the world. But it has no solid 
partisan rdle to play in the battles of political sects. Each individual Jew 
is the keeper of his own political conscience. : 

Yet, as often as crises in the government of our country arise, certain 


thoughts are apt to recur and to force themselves on the minds of men of | 


common sense, who are Jews as well as Englishmen. It is well enough for 
the Jews to know that their political allegiance must be wooed and won by 
the ordinary methods familiar to Jewish electors. 
The world of Englishmen must be equally clear on the matter. 


Now, there is rather more danger of confusion or misapprehension at the - 


present time than there was in former years. Once, the problem was a ques- 
tion of the electorate ; it now bids fair to become a question of the candidates, 
If one looks down the list of former Jewish Members of Parliament, one 
finds a most pleasing feature common to nearly all the cases. Jewish M.P.s 
have mostly represented constituencies in which there was only a small Jewish 
vote, They could not be charged with using the inflaence, which they had 
deservedly won by their philanthropic and communal activity, for the further- 
ing of political ends. Nor can this charge be fairly brought now against 
any of the Jewish occupants of seats at Westminster. We are convinad 
that even where the Jewish vote is strong, the Jewish candidate obtains very 
little support merely because he is a Jew. Certainly he does score, but it is 
because of his personality not because of his Judaism. The country squire 
seeks election in his own neighbourhood, where he is well-known and 


respected. So long as the contest is mavfally conducted, and without dis- 
honourable attempts at indirect bribery, no one would accuse such a 
 ¢andidate of unfairness because he tries to gain a seat in the locality where h's 


present influence is strongest and his past most fully known. 
A similar line of argument applies to Jews who woo constituencies in 


which there is an appreciable number of Jews in the enjoyment of the 
franchise. 


If the candidate is a man at once prominent in communal under- 
takings, an active participator in the work of social amelioration, an able 


el advocate of an enlightened political party, then such a man does possess 


More than this is needed.

qualifications which give him the right to seek to represent those in whose 
welfare he is specially concerned, and whose confidence he has earned by years 
of patient endeavour. 

But while we admit this very freely, we venture to hope that Jewish 
Candidates will, as far as possible, abstain from seeking the suffrages of 
Jewish electors. In the end, the outery that there is a “ Jewish Vote” must 
be raised. There ought not to be any seats at all of which it may be truly 
said that only a Jew can win them. And we do not believe that there are 
any such seats, in fact. We believe that there is much exaggeration on the 
subject, but we still feel that the safest and the wisest course is to leave 
constituencies, where such a misunderstanding might easily occur, to non- 
Jewish representatives. And the danger is a two-fold one. For we cannot 
contemplate with anything but anxiety, the most remote, the most shadowy 
prospect of the intrusion of politics into our internal communal affairs, It 
is true that other religious bodies busy themselves very actively in politics. 
But this example is one to be avoided, not imitated. We have no ambition 
to form a fraction of the “ Nonconformist Vote.” Even less ambition have 
we to see our communal institutions swayed, or even shaken, by the political 
dissensions of their ablest supporters and most valued pillars. 

There is yet another point which demands careful forethought. It will 
be a scandal if the Jews of this country fail of their duty to provide an 


adequate number of able and eligible candidates for Parliament. But we 


| use the word adequate designedly. We want neither more nor less than a 


fair representation. The Jews will always return rather more than the 
proportion to which they are entitled by considerations merely of population. 
It is not our fault if we number in our community more than our share of 
men of ability and public spirit. But we should regret it were the proportion 


of Jewish members inordinately increased. The present. number, seven, 


seems a very fair representation, and though we could be content to see a 
minyan at Westminster, the convenience of reading the morning Shemang 
in those conditions after an all-night sitting might be counterbalanced by 
its own nemesis of jealousy. 3 

Though this be so, there are many other opportunities for Jews to 
display their powers of administration and their desire to serve a wider public 
than their own religious community. Parliament is not the only goal for 
ambition. It hardly seems to us that Jews share sufficiently in the work 
of local government, Parish affsirs seem to attract but few Jewish 
aspirants. There aré too few Jews on the Vestries, on the Local Boards of 
Guardians, even on the County Councils. No one ‘can maintain that the 
Jews figure prominently on the London County Council, and not even in 


. the City of London itself are the Jews now fairly represented. This should 


not be. For the City of London: was the scene of that glorious straggle 
for the gain of our civil rights, which eventuated in so complete and 
enduring a triumph for toleration, It will be an ill requital for this hard- 
won victory if Jews abstain from giving their energies and their leisure to 
those smaller public offices the filling of which leads perhaps to little glory, 
but is a duty which the country has a right to impose.

THE UNION OF MINISTERS. 


Sir,—I quite agree with you that “this movement implies far more than 
appears from the title.’ Some people supposed that as most trades had 
organised themselves for self protection, the Jewish ministers felt that it was 
necessary to safeguard their interests, and for this purpose had combined and 
formed a Union. Asa believer in the value of Trades Unions, I felt that this 
was, perhaps, but the natural development of a movement which is taking a great 
Fae upon the British people, and which will wield still greater power in the 

uture, 

Perhaps, even, we might have seen synagogues picketed by the Union, 
because the minister had gone in under the Union rates. I wondered whether 
they would support the new Unionism of Burns and Tillett, or the old Unionism 
of Burt and Broadhurst. I wasin hopes that, perhaps we would have seena 
strike of ministers, and a procession to Hyde 'Park, headed by the band and 
banner of the Union, But it seems, the object of the combination is not to 

rotect the material interests of the ministers, but it is an Association founded 
or the purpose of attacking the religion of which these gentlemen ¢ra supposed 
to be the faithful servants. It is no use mincing words-.over this important 
departure, because it is a grave departure alike in its spirit and in its objects, 
Repulsed in the recent attacks upon the citadel of Judaism, they are once more 
emboldened to attack it under the guise of a Union. They are to discuss 
religious questions, and, of course, decide upon them, and are to 
settle the “burning questions that stir the religious mind.” Are we 
to have a Union on the American plan, which has succeeded in crushing 
every particle of Judaism out of those congregations which come under its 
baneful influence? What are the qualifications of the members of this Union 
which entitle them to constitute themselves a Sanhedrin? Iam surprised that 
our beloved Chief Rabbi has given this new departure the benefit of his 
patronage. I hardly think ih 
“ burning questions that stir the religious mind,” and “ the growing tendeucy to 
amend the ritual” and to have the assistance in the consideration of. these 
important subjects of the ministers of the various Reform Synagogues. What 
are the “ burning questions that are stirring religious minds” that require the 
attention of these learnedgentlemen, and have they the power and the capacity 
to settle them? They are all busily engaged in spiritualising the Jewish 
religion, until the religion will have become so ethereal it will be scarcely 
perceptible. | 

What we want is a Union of Laymen to indicate to these gentlemen 
who are so eager to seitle the “burning questions, &c.,” that there are 
spheres Of usefulness coming within their scope which are almost entirely 
unexplored by them, and that their duty to their congregations does not consist 
in me; ting and discussing questions which can only be debated by men of special 
ability, training and capacity. That every new fledgling from Jews’ College witha 
smattering of Hebrew and a more or less complete knowledge of English shall, 
have the power of debating and deciding on what is to be the outward and 


_ yisible expresssion of English Judaism is a state of things which wiil not be 
tolerated by the majority of the community. We must beware before we raise 


up a power in our midst which mayhave the most disastrous effect upon the 


future of our people and our faith. 


In conclusion, let me point to. an extract from your leader in 
which you say “that there was not among the older Jewish ministers the 
degree and variety of intellectual culture which is necessary to give 
zest to such meetings as are now contemplated.” “ Degree and variety of intel- 
lectual culture,’ no, perhaps they had not,if the degree and variety of that 
commodity-be shown by a frantic desire to tinker and tamper with those holy 
things which their older prototypes regarded with a degree of veneretion 
because they knew what they meant, and the reasin for them, I knew several suc 
older types (not, itis true, in London). Dr. B:ar, of Liverpool, Rev. Prof. 
Isaacs, of Manchester, and my revered father, "2, were specimens of the older 
and I believe that for “degree and variety of 
intellectual culture,” these three alone would outweigh the whole 
of the present Jewish clergy. Our new-fashioned minister is too 
ready to sneer at the attainments of his older prototyp2. True, the older 
class did not go in so much for the millinery of the profession, but in knowledge 
and culture there is not at present one among the Jewish clergy to come up to 
any of them. ‘These men were revered and beloved by their congregations, by 
poor and by rich, and they were looked up to by their Christian fellow-citizens 
as landmarks bearing testimony to the truth of God's Law and to His love 
for His people, |

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THE APPOINTMENT OF A DAYAN. 


At a meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue, to be held on Tues- 
day. the following report of the Executive Committee will be considered :— 


Reference of Council of July 4th, 1893: “To consider and report to the , 


Council on the steps to be taken, with a view to the appointment of a perma- 
nent official, to act as Dayan and Preacher.”’ 

Before reporting to the Council on the foregoing reference, the Executive 
Committee appointed a Special Sub-Committee to inquire into the steps to be 
taken with the view to the appointment of a permanent official to act as Dayan 
and Preacher. This Sub-Committee held three meetings, and at one of the 
meetings had the advantage of the Rev. the Chief Rabbi's counsel and advice. 
He urged ty ay the necessity of engaging as Dayan a person in whom the 
foreign Jews in East London would have implicit confidence. As the outcome 
of the Sub-Committee’s deliberations, the Executive Committee were advised 
to recommend the Council to adopt the resolution hereto appended. 

The Executive Committee agree with the conclusions arrived at by the Sub- 
Committee inasmuch as, pending the establishment of the proposed new 
Synagogue in East London, it would be premature to engage a gentleman to fill 
the combined offices of Dayan and Preacher.” Moreover, the Executive Com- 
mittee point out that the duties of a Dayan are wholly different from those of 
a“ Preacher.” The functions, daties, and qualifications of a Dayan were laid 
down in a Report of the Executive Committee, adopted by the Council on 
February 17th, 1891. The main duties are of a technical character, and he must 
possess inter alia, ANWH MN from a recognised Rabbinical authority as a 
guarantee that he is well versed in the Bible, Talmud, and JYW j">v’. Whilst the 
qualification to be able to preach in English is a sine gud_non in the case of a Minis- 
ter,no such qualification is absolutely necessary, although it might be highly desir- 
able, in the case ofa Dayan. It will probably “ very difficult to find a gentleman 
with the necessary attainments for filling the combined offices of Dayan and 
Preacher, The latter official must necessarily be a min of wide experience and 
_ of an enlightened mind; one, who whilst enjoying the confidence of the people, 

must be able to bring to bear upon them maul seamice of a lofty and elevating 
character, The Executive Committee therefore advise the Cauncil to tpone, 
for a time, the appointment of a permanent official toact as Dayanand Preacher, 
and to await the result of the movement for the establishment of the new 
Hambro’ Synagogue in East London, the necessity for which is becoming daily 
more urgent and which it-?s*hoped will shortly take practical shape, 

The formal Resolutiemwhich the Council is recommended to adopt is as 
follows :—“ That a final deeision on the question of the appointment of a 
permanent Dayan be deferred until the arrangements for the establishment of 
a Synagogue in the East End of London have been further advanced, and that 
at the termination of the present arrangement with Dr. Adler, a further sum of 
£120 be placed at his disposal for the purpose of defraying for one year the cost 
of additional temporary services in connection with the Beth Din, and other- 
wise for discharging the duties of Dayan fulfilled by the late Rev. J. Reinovitz, 
the Council acknowledging no responsibility to the person or persons with whom 
Dr. Adler may arrange for the performance of such duties.”

BULGARIA. 

__ Prince Ferdinand of Bales has given a fresh f of his friendly dispo- 
sition towards his Jewish subjects by sending to the Chief Rabbi, Dr, Grin- 
wald, a handsome sum for distribution among the Jewish poor of Sofia, in 
celebration of the birth ofan heir to the throne. In this connection it may be 
mentioned that the King of Roumania annually sends large sums to the 
Mayors of the principal towns to be distributed among the poorat Christmas, 
but despite his Majesty's express intimation, in reply to an enquiry addressed 
to him, that he wished poor Jews to participate in the distribution, his instruc- 
tions are invariably disobeyed. . 

HOLLAND. 


On the 23th February, the Rev. N. M. Groen, Minister of the Great 
and New Synagogues in Amsterdam, celebrated his 85th birthday, after unre- 
mitting attention to his duties for 55 years. The occasion was marked by many

Hofrath Dr. I. A. Dembo is a Russian Councillor of State, physician at the 
Imperial Alexander Hospital at St. Petersburg, and hand and glove with the 
proud professors of Berlin, But Dr. Dembo is also a Jew, a professing Jew: 
almost a Jew militant, For some years he has devoted himself to an investiga- 
tion of the different ways of slaughtering animals, He has come to the deli- 
berate conclusion that, both from the humanitarianand the hygienic point of 
view, the Jewish mode is the best. That in itself is not very surprising ; most 
scientists are agreed on this point. Where menlike Virchow and Lister have 
spoken, it requiresa faddist, with the strongest sense of sentimentality and a most 
elevated bump of dogmatism, to venture to contradict. But it is somewhat 


astonishing to find that Dr. Dembo has succeeded in convincing the Russian 


Government that he is right and the Shechitah is right. Russians are very kind 
to animals. Itis only natural that they should be. People have only a limited 
capacity .for cruelty, and the Russians apply all they have to the 
treatment of human beings. Their Society for the Preventiou of 
Cruelty to Animals is no doubt one of the most vigilant and efficient in the world. 
And yet the official as well as popular view in Russia is that the only kind of 


 eattle killing not cruel is the Jewish. Dr. Dembo is responsible for so 


enlightened a state of public opinion. Recent events have shown that districts 
nearer home are less advanced, and although common sense has been permitted 
to triumph, it has not been without a severe tussle with mawkish prejudice, 

If the Hofrath had merely succeeded in vindicating the Shochet in Russian 
eyes, he would hardly have desérved a niche in the pantheon of the Anglo- 
Jewish press. It might have been aptly urged that he was only an ordinary 
tchinovnik with the tchinovnik's privilege and method of persuading his environ- 
ment, But he is a physiologist of European reputation, and a publicist of 
renown, At the present moment he is in Berlin, where he has been received by 
his scientific colleagues with extraordinary effusion. Perhaps since the date of 
Voltaire’s famous visit to Frederick the Great, no savant of a neighbouring—and 
unfriendly—land has received so cordial a welcome. Professor. Du Bois- 
Reymond, now or lately Chancellor of the University of Berlin, has for some 
months past placed his !aboratory at Dr. Dembo's disposal. On the 26th 
January he lectured to the Physiological Society of Berlin, on the “Physio- | 
logical value of the different modes of slaughtering.” His lecture, which has, 
of course, been published in ‘the transactions of that very learned Society, has 


- excited the livelist interest both at the time ofits delivery, and since, It pro- 


voked an admirable discussion, in which Professors Munk, Rawicz and Bender 
took part. The general conclusion was that poleaxing was uncertain and inferior 
to throat cutting, that an ox, even if felled to the ground, probably remained 
conscious of pain, but that the sudden effusion of blood from the brain after the 
arteries had been severed, rendered the victim immediately unconscious, and 
that the meat sold by Jewish butchers was the more wholesome, because it was 
more bloodless. | 

Of somewhat similar import were two lectures delivered by Dr. Dembo at 
the Medical Society of St. Petersburg, towards the end of last year. They were 
quoted by Dr. Adler in his lecture on “ Sanitation as taught by the Mosaic Law.” 
But Dr. Dembo’s most important contribution to the literature 


of the subject, is a booklet of 116 pages, on “das Schichten,’ 


which has just been published in Leipzig. Like most Russians, 
its author is a polyglot, and therefore its Germin garb is to him 
immaterial. For u; it is to be hoped that he will Eaglish it, and indeed, if he 
comes here, and he is expected, he will probably do so. It is written in a 
popular style, and manifestly intended for the layman rather than man of 
science. Although his opinion clearly is that “ Moses is truth and his law is 


truth,” he entirely discards any religious argument in favour of the Jewish 


process, and bases his conclusions upon exclusively scientific reasoning. 
“Das Schiichten ” is prefaced by a letter from the well-known Professor | 
Preyer,who declares that his experiments in Laboratory anc Abbatoir had satisfied 
him that the Jewish mode of killing cattle is the best of all, but that Dr 
Dembo has, moreover, convinced him that from the hygienic point of view 
Jewish meat was preferable to that slaughtered by any other method. He adds 
that he is too little acquainted with Jewish History and Ritual to understand 
why the Jewish method had been adhered to with such extraordinary rigidity, 
but that its superiority from the humanitarian point of view is now beyond : 
nestion. | 
’ Dr. Dembo treats the subject from three standpoints—the humane 
the hygienic, and the economic. In the first part he examines so ne ten differen; 
modes of slaughtering, including a patent English method adopted in various 
_ cities and invariably abandoned afterwards. His second part is more scientific, 
and deals with anatomic details, the preservation of the meat, the condition of 


the blood, and other chemico-physiologicai matters. The third, and concluding 
part, is the shortest—it is a resume of the whole. The most novel of his con- | 


clusions would seem to be that meat killed in the Jewish way offers a les 
favourable field for the development of. bacteria (p. 88,.¢¢ sg)... But house- 


keepers will be more impressed by the fact that it lasts two to three days longer | 


in summer (p. 78), and that by its weight of blood being less the buyer gets 
more value for his money (p. 101). A witty chapter is devoted to the agitation 
against the Shechita periodically promoted by sandry Societies for Prevention 
of Cruelty te Animals.

‘The Chief Rabbi preached at the Hammersmith Synagogue on Sabbath last 
on the “ Service of Song in the House of the Lord.” He traced the history of 
music as the handmaid of devotion throughout the different phases of Jewish 
national life. It was supposed that choral singing had only recently been intro- 
duced into our places of worship. This supposition was erroneous. Many a 
passage could be quoted from our literature to prove that ancient traditional 
sacred melodies which had become familiar from having been sung in the 
Temple, were heard in the smaller sanctuaries, and served as sweet, though sad 
remipiscences of happier days, and glories gone for ever. Passing on to the choral 
singing in our synagogues, the preacher observed that the most harmonions 
singing of the finest choirs did not by itself constitute divine worship. We 
cannot praise God by proxy or worship Him vicariously, There is nothing more 
chilling or depressing than to be in the midst of a congregation who preserve 
unbroken silence during the singing of the choir. If the service of song in the 
House of God is not to be regarded as a mere musical performance, but as an 
act of divine worship, the entire congregation should unite in singing the 
a and hymns, and should join in the responses and refrains. The 

ammersmith Synagogue had only been established for a little over three years, 
but even during that short period it had justified its existence, forithad become 
a centre of much praiseworthy spiritual and intellectual effort. Not the 
least of its merits was that it had made congregational singing 
a .pleasant reality. To render their congregational singing permanently 
successful, it was necessary that the melodies should be of as simple a character 
as ) poe tunes of a showy or ornate nature should be eschewed; the 
traditional melodies should be adhered to; there should be no repetition of 
words and syllables ; the members should meet regularly for careful practice. 
They should sing with the heart as well as the voice, studiously avoiding all 
discord and dissonance, showing by their reverential demeanour within the

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 

Two very pleasing facts are worthy of record regarding the Rev. Morris 
Joseph’s volume of sermons, The Iical in Judaism. In the first place, the sale of 
the volume has been very great, and the author has actually derived pecuniary 
profit from it! This should encourage other Jewish preachers to publish some 
of their sermons, and I am personally gratified to find this justification of my 
prediction that there is a goodly public in England eager for Jewish homiletic 
literature, 


The second fact is that Herr Ignatz Kaufmann, brother of the noted Buda- 
Pesth Professor, is preparing a German translation of Mr. Joseph's volume. One 
of the sermons appeared in full in the Ocesterrcichische Wochenschrift in March last. 
This is, indeed, a turning of the tables. The German publisher will be Sigmund 
Meyer, in Trier, and there is no doubt that Mr. Joseph's sermons fully deserve 
the honour now in store for them. It is to be hoped that Mr. Joseph himself 
will soon give us another volume from the same abundant stores. 


We must not forget that Dr. Steinschneider has now to be described as Pro- 
fessor, Everyone will offer sincere congratulations to him on attaining his new 
dignity. Jewish Professors are less plentiful in Germany than they would be— 
if merit were the sole road to academic honour in the “ Fatherland.” 


“The ‘ Higher Criticism’ and the Verdict of the Monuments,” by Pro- 
fessor H. Sayce, was an inevitable work. Professor Sayce’s book is published 
by the Society for Promoting Christian Kaowledge (London, 1894), and 
is what it is fashionable tocall a “ moderate” book. Which means, that 
Prof, Sayce, while himself critical, writes with some bitterness coucerning the 
‘higher ” critics, a term used much oftener by the critics’ opponents than by the 
critics themselves. 
treat the text of -Ssripture as one treats other texts, reverentially yet fear- 
lesily, examining Holy Writ by ths cinsa3 applied to all other ansient 
documents, 


Professor Sayce’s own position is so far from “ Orthodox ” that one is led 
to believe that his sneers and bitternes; against other “ heterodox” writers are 
a more or less conscious cloak to his own heresies, Professor Sayce holds that 
“the Book of Genesis commences with two different accounts of the creation 
of man.” (p. 61)—Is that “ higher”"’ or “lower” criticism ? Again, we get such 
statements as the following:—‘ The interpolation of the history of Nimrod 
in the middle of the tenth chapter (of Genesis) does not prove that it was 
written subsequently to the rest of the chapter, It only proves that it was 
inserted where we find it after the rest of the chapter had been composed ” 
(p. 172). Again on the same page: “ To the historian the precise dates of the 
narratives in Ganesis in their present form matters but little. So long as he is 
assured that they are derived from ancient documo2nts contemporaneous with 
the events they record, he is fally satisfied.” 


Perhaps the Aistorian is. But what of the theologian ? Or will the following 
suit the theologian better? “It may turn out yet that below the documents 
which the higher criticism claim; to have discovered there is an earlier stratum 
of literature which in its origin is partly Babylonian, partly Egyptian, partiy 
Aramaic, partly Edomite, and partly Canaanitish” (p. 231). The theologian, 


who puts himself into Professor Sayce’s hands, mast be content with such | 


conservative tags as that with which the volume closes ;—“ In glancing over 
the preceding pages we cannot fail to be struck by the fact that the evidence 


of Oriental archex>logy is on the whole distinstly uafavourable to the pre- 


tensions of the ‘ Higher Criticism (p. 551.) 


It is quite true that archwology may make it necessary to revise a good 
many of the recent destractive critical conclusions. I often feel that the Hebrew 
text is being unfairly treated, and that critics come to its examination with very 
insufficient preparation either in Hebrew or in common-sense. Hence, I do not 
doubt that the “ Monuments" will even in their ruins fall with crushing force 
on some of ihe cherished structures of modern Biblical commentators. Bat it 
is impossible to accept, as a sober statement of the archwological evidence, so 


- controversial a book, a book written with such obvious motire as that which 


Professor Sayce has just published. And the most effective points init have 
been anticipated by Professor Robertson in his very able and truly moderate 
work, on “ The Early History of Israel.” |

Graetz. Everyone who has tried to understand the first paragraph in Malachi 
experiences great difficulty in understanding the allusion to Edom therein con- 
tained, What does it referto? Wellhausen, in his admirable work Die Alcine 
Propheten, p, 305, maintains with mach ingenuity that in Malachi i. 1-5, we 
have the first notice of the incursions of the Nabatwzans into Edom, which issued 
at length in the expulsion of the Edomites from their ancient seats, 


“In truth,” writes Cheyne, “ the few lines devoted to the subject by Well- 
hausen are highly suggestive, and throw light on Obadiah and Malachi and 
perhaps on other prophetic writings. But in fairness to a Jewish scholar, whose 
frequent wilfulness has somewhat obscured his real merits, it may be pointed 
out that in Graetz’s article on ‘The Beginnings of the Nabatwan Supremacy ' 
( Monatssch rift, 1875, page 60-66), the very same theory is offered for the explana- 
tion of Malachii., 1-5.” It is characteristically generous of Professor Cheyne 
thus to do justice to the great Jewish historian, whose fruitful suggestions were 
more numerous than those of any other scholar in modern times,

GREAT Synacocue.—The Rev, J. F. Stern delivered an address at the 
Afternoon Service on Sabbath last, Taking his text from the Sedrah of the 
day, “Six days shall work be done: but on the seventh day is a Sabbath of 
solemn rest, holy to the Lord,” Mr. Stern preached on Labour and Hest. 
Commenting on this reference to the Sabbath in connection with the divine 
instructions regarding thé erection of the Tabernacle the preacher urged that 
no argument more forcible could be adduced for the due observance of the 
Sabbath in this age of its almost universal desecration than the fact that the 
erection of God's sanctuary was suspended for its celebration, that the per- 
formance of work, which was not for man’s gain, but for God's honour, was 
not suffered to deprive the Israelites of that heaven-born rest with which God 
crowned the works of creation. But the Sabbath was not intended to be 
forced upon us as a burden of which we would fain rid ourselves; it was to 
be regarded as a precious blessing of which we should readily avail ourselves 
even as we do ef those other blessings which God in His goodness bestows upon 
us, But in order that the Sabbath day may be so regarded, it is necessary that 
the other six days of the week be devoted to work, which alone gives to rest its 
sweetness and its sanctity, The man who has not toiled during the week wil! 
not be able to understand how great a boon the Sabbath really is, be may 
observe it but he cannot enjoy it. And there is all the difference between 
merely observing a celebration and entering into the spirit of it. 
He who does not enjoy the Sabbath Day cannot have become imbaed with its 
spirit. It is as if one would sit down to a banauet without having any appetite. 
The food that others enjoy would seem to him to be tasteless and insipid. And 
it is the same with labour and rest. Rest pre-supposes labour. The idle man 
does not know what it is to rest. It is only hard work which can give place to 
rest of body and peace of mind. Therefore, said the preacher, T would urge 
you, if you would enjoy your Sabbaths, if you would find therein that “ perfect 
rest’ in which God delights, if you would realise what M3’ 227, what Sabbath 


| Joy means, to work with industry, energy and perseverance during the working 


days of the week, for— 


“They know who work, not they who play, 
If rest is sweet.” 


Mr. Stern went on to point out how highly work was esteemed by both the 


Biblical and Rabbinical writers, and expressed his regret that notwithstanding 
the teachings of the Bible and the examples of the Rabbis, there should be 
Jews who preferrad to lead a lazy life, who shunned work and had recourse to 
begging rather than to toil. In support of this charge, Mr. Stern reterred to 
some of the Black List cases contained in the last Report of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee. But, the preacher continued, it must be admitted these cases are 
exceptional. There are black sheep in every fold. Of the great bulk of our 
working men and women we had every reason to feel proud, for even those who 
were not too well disposed towards us spoke in terms of the highest praise 
of the industrious, sober, steady life, led by the Jewish working man. In fact, 
it had sometimes been urged against us that our people were too eager for work, 
and in their anxiety to earn their daily bread, they were willing to labour at a 
lower wage than their fellows, to suffer themselves to be sweated by inhuman 
and avaricious masters, and were thus, to some extent, responsible for the low 
wages that now obtain in several trades, Referring to the unemployed problem, 
Mr. Stern stated that making every allowance for those whose business it was 
to be unemployed—and who probably made a very good thing out of it—and for 
those who were idle in consequence of their own untrustworthiness and mis- 
condact, there were still thousands of respectable, industrious men, who were 
bond fide out-of-work, and whose condition called for the serious consideration 
not only of the philanthropist, but of the statesmen,

A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday last, 27th | 
February, at 60, Old Broad Street. There were present: Sin Jonian GoLpsmIpD, 
Bart., M.P., in the chair; the V ery Rev. the Chief Rabbi, Rev. 8. Singer, Dr. A. 
Wolff, Messrs. N. Cohen, N. 8. Joseph, F. D. Mocatta, 8. Montagu, M.P., H. 5. 
Samuel, I. Seligman, O. J. Simon and I, Spielman. 

Communications were received as to the present condition of the Committee's 
Colony in Moosomin, Canada. 

Further costribution was voted for the relic£ of refugees in Salonica, who, 
to the number of nearly 1,000 souls, are in a state of great destitution. 

Reports were receiv ed from various provincial cities as to the character of 
the refugees to. whom relief had been granted. Further particulars were 
required in cases where sufticient evidence had not been given that the refugees 
had been direct victims of Russian persecution. 

Correspondence was read with the Higt Commissioner for Canada w ith 
reference to a colony of Russian Jews at Red Deer. 

Several individual cases were considered, and suitably dealt with. 


Sr. Jamess Puiantaroric Soctery.—The St. Philanthropic 
Society held its third Annual Dinner on Monday evening at the “ London 
Tavern,’ Fenchurch Street, under the presidency of Mr. Lewis M. Myers, C.C. 
The Society was established in 1881, for the purpose of assisting the City of 
London Hospital for Diseases of the Chest, Victoria Park, but owing to the 
constant demand for the letters of other Medical Charities, the Committee were 
compelled to remodel the constitution of the Society so as to permit their 
assisting other Institutions. Acoordingly the Society has (iu addition to those 
for the Victoria Park Hospital) created Governorshbips for the London Hospital, 
Childrens’ Hospital, Shadwell, St. Mark's Hospital for Fistula, and the City of 
London Truss ociety. Since its foundation the Society has distributed £1,350 
‘between these Institutions, having over 100 Life Governors, and c: msequently 
400 letters per year for the V ictoria Park Hospital alone, which are distributed 
to all deserving applicants without regard to creed or nationality... The Chair- 
man, in proposing the toast of the evening, said that the labours of the 
Committee were performed heartily, thoroughly and spontaneously, showing 
that the cause must be a good one. The Charity had already done much 
beneficent work, and with increased funds its sphere of usefulness would be 
greatly widened. It was founded and mainly supported by working men, 
subscribing small amounts monthly, who were possessed of the noblest instincts 
of mankind in benefiting their poor fellow-beings. There could be no nobler 
action than that of relieving suifering humanity, and he could but wish that the 
large sums wa:ted annual:y on missions to savages were diverted to higher 
purposes. He claimed for the Society that it was non-political and non- 
sectarian, and that every penny contributed: to it was spent in ¢harity, Mr. 
Myers concluded witha warm appeal for donations. The Chairman of Stewards, 
Mr. J. McHugh, in responding, said that the Society was the first unsectarian 
Philanthropic Institution founded in the City of London with the object of 
helping the suffering and sick poor in the East End, and he considered it 
creditable that though the majority of the 500 members belonged to the 
working classes, not ten used the letters for hospitals for their own purposes. 
Mr. John Harris, ©.C.; proposed the “Clergy of all Denominations,” with 
which he coupled the names of the Rev. R. H. Hadden, Vicar of St. Boto! ph, 
Aldgate, and the Rev. J. F. Stern. Mr, Harris spoke of the high esteem in 
which Mr. lladden was held by all his parishioners, and as to Mr. Stern, he 
said that in the East End that gentleman's name was a household word not 
only among Jews, but alsoamong the Christian clergy, for he was honoured 
and beloved by all denominations for his rood work.—(Cheers), The Rev, R. 
H. Hadden, who was cordially cheered, said that when he first came to Aldgate. 
he was asked to permit occasional sermons to be delivered in his church for the 
conversion of the Jews, His reply was that he wished to see all Christians 
ood Christians, and all Jews good Jews—(cheers),—and that when 

is wish was. realised, he might be prepared to 
refusal. The request had not been repeated—(laughter)—and until — it 
was, Jews and Christians would work together in the common cause 
of humanity and charity. He for one would not allow himself to create 
religious dissensions.—(Cheers.)—The Rev, J. F. Stern, who was heartily 
cheered, also responded in a humorous speech, in which he earnestly pleaded 
the cause of the Society —Mr. Asher Levy, one of the Honorary Secretaries, 
announced that the donations amounted to £80 7s., and included £5 5s. from 
the Chairman and £21 from Lord Rothachild.. The other toasts were the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation, proposed by the Rev, R. H. Hadden, and 
responded to by Mr. Alderman Samuel ; the Chairman, proposed by Mr. Lewis 
Levy; the President and other Honorary Officers of the Society, proposed by Mr, 
8. 8S. Phillips, and acknowledged by Mr, Max Gordetser, Président, and Mr. 
Lawrence evy, Vice-President ; the Honorary Secretaries, proposed by Mr. B. 
Koppel, and responded to by Mr. Louis 8. Green, in able speech ; the Visitors, 
proposed by Mr. Moss Levy and wep msqee by Mr. Ald. Pound and Mr, John 

arris; and the Press, proposed by M R. Lazarus. During the evening 
an excellent entertainment was given “6 which Miss E. Teape, Messrs. A.
